by the Lighthouse Service Tenders. 


When the winter gales begin to blow, 
the tenders of the lighthouse service 
turn their steins toward northern seas 
to hunt stray spar buoys. Of all the 
work of the coast patrol this, perhaps, 
is the most exposed to danger. Pulling 
these “signboards” out of the sea or 
putting them over side is like “yank- 
ing” splles with a ton derrick on a 
heaving platform. 

Although passengers in the boats 
that ply the waters of New York har 
bor, Long Island sound and other wa- 
terways along the const see tonny 
spar buoys, they give them little 
thought. With the man at the wheel 
it is different. Color, shape and size 
give him volumes of information, and 
he looks upon the spar buoy as an In. 
valuable guide. 

In the government Inventories they 
are listed as “sticks,” although they 
are sometimes sixty feet long. They 
are anchored in the bed of a river or 
harbor channel, their “up ends” paint 
eg in such a way as to Indicate to the 
observer the formation of the bottom 
On the margin of government charts 
explanatory notes tell one that vessels 
approaching a harbor from the sea 
should leave red buoys with even 
numbers on the right and black, with 
odd numbers on the left side of chan 
nols, Black and white striped buoys, 
the stripes running perpendicularly, 
mean an obstruction in the channel, 
with room to get by on elther side 
If balla or cages ornament the “up 
ends” it means a turning point, the 
color and number Indicating the course, 

These sticks are put down with heavy 
fron anchors and sometimes great 
stone weights, One would suppose that 
so fixed they never could get away, but 
they do, and it is a job to find them. 
Ice floes break their cables and some 
times crush the sticks; storms pull

HARPELL VS. CHRONICLE 


udgment 

Before the Honorable Mr. Jus- 
tice Stuart at Edmonton, Febru- 
ary the case of Harpell vs. this 
paper was tried, The following 
is the judgment as rendered by 
the Judge: 

“In find as a fact that the iden- 
tity is proven and that the plain- 
tiff is the person referred to in 
the publications complained of. 
They are clearly libellous on the 
face of them. No attempt has 
been made to justify, neither in 
the pleadings nor in the evidence 
adduced for teh defence. Those 
things are said about a man and 
until they ave proven to be true 
I ‘must assume legally, and it is 
my duty to assume legally that 
they are absolutely false, because 
the burden of proving them true 
is on the Defendant. I confess | 
cannot see any ground whatever 
for introducing any defence along 
the line of fair comment or privi 
lege. The limits of this defence 
are clearly understood, With re- 
spect to fair comment, that is ap 
plicable, as I have said a couple 
of times recently already, simply 
to cases where the facts are ad- 
mitted on all hands to be true, 
and the defendant has made 
some what vigorous comment up 
on those facts, upon the persons 
in relation to whom they are true, 
and it is simply in that case a 
question of whether the fair com 
ment. has gone beyond the limits 
of fair criticism or not. But that 
cannot apply to this case, because 
we have statements of fact. These 
are not comments upon a man’s 
actions, which are admitted to be 
true, but they are statements that 
he did certain things, certain 
abominable things, and there is 
no attempt to prove that he did 
them, 

With respect to privilege also, 
I confess that it is a startling pro 
position to me to hear it contend 
ed that merely because an elec 
tion is going on that that gives 
any person the right—a newspa 
per or anybody else—to make as 
sertions about somebody who is 
engaged in the election which are 
not attempted to be proven to be 
true, There might be some 
ground of defence if this were a 
case of libel for some scurdilous 
attack by way of criticism upon 
the plaintiff, arising out of certain 
facts admitted to be true, taken 
to be true; or if at an election 
time a newspaper did criticise, 
with the utmost severity — per- 
haps, the actions of a candidate 
who is engaged in an election, 
which he has assumed to have 
done, Attacks of that kind are 
quite frequent, in which the at- 
tack does not consist of allega- 
tions of fact, but of vigorous com- 
ments, using all sorts of adject- 
ives which do not contain allega- 
tions of fact at all, 

I say, I can conceive that situ. 
ation in which it might be argued 
that a person is privileged at an 
election to make comments of 
that kind, but I can not see how 
it can be brought in here, None 
of these cases cited go the length 
to which the Defendant is asking

WHAT GOVERNMENT RAIL. 
WAYS WOULD DO FOR 
THE WEST, 


The Editor, Chronicle. 

I have been intensely interested 
in the Rutherford’s railway policy 
because it is a question of vital 
interest to every man, woman and 
child in Alberta, Possibly no 
man in Alberta has given this 
question more thought than I 
have, and gone into the question 
of government ownership of rail- 
ways more deeply than the writer, 
It seems when the government ot 
Alberta dare not, on account of 
public opinion, give any more 
bonuses to railroads. They then 
resort to the guaranteeing of 
their bonds, claiming they are not 
giving away anything. That is 
false and misleading, because ifa 
farmer is worth $5,000, and has 
signed notes for his neighbor to 
the extent of $2,000, his credit in 
a bank is destroyed that much 
Then what is more important, a 
railroad that has received no gift 
from the people feel more inde- 
pendent in charging what rates 
they please, Jim Hill says when 
he gets no assistance from the 
people he can make more money 
out of the railroad because then 
the people are not so apt to com- 
plain about high rates. While 
the government of Canada has 
given an enormous amount of 
money and land to the railroads 
as a free gift, it does not repre- 
sent possibly one-tenth of what 
the railroads have been able to 
swindle the people out of in the 
shape of excessive rates, and will 
continue to do so, Frank Oliver 
said from the platform in Edmon 
ton that the people ought to own 
the railroads when they paid for 
the building of them twice over, 
and in many cases, ten times 
since being built in excessive 
rates, Jbut that was before he got 
possession of a government teat 
from which he soon secured the 
dope that  chloroformed him.

Now there comes into Ed- 
monton and Strathcona about 7 
cars of freight a day at our aver 
age cost of $400 a car, Now these 
two cities represent about one- 
tenth the business of the province 
so that would be 21,000 cars 
year, Now, remember, if the 
merchants pay $400 a car they 
must add the freight to the first 
cost of the goods and then his 
profit, and would average at least 
35 per cent,, so that would more

The 
Rutherford administration hes 
had resolutions presented to them 
protesting against the guarantee- 
ing of bonds to railroads, and in 
favor of government ownership 
passed unanimously by the farm 
ing organizations and also from 
the conventions of labor unions. 
Does it look as if the Rutherford 
government is anxious to serve 
the interest of the people when 
the farmers have been unanimous 
in their demands for government 
elevators and packing houses, 
when he tells us that we cannot 
blame the government for taking 
time in considering them. For 
years we have been considering 
them, and we think we know 
what we want. Who is it that has 
asked the provincial government 
to guarantee the bonds of differ- 
ent railroad companies. We be- 
lieve that some of the boards of 
trade have asked them to guaran 
tee their bonds, but we must re- 
member that the boards only re- 
present about 3 per cent. of the 
people, while the farmers and la 
bor unions are about 97 per cent, 
and we must remember also busi 
ness men do not pay the rates, 
but make profits on what we pay 
them. Remember the railroad 
commission that cost the country 
about $100,000 a year has now 
»ower to compel the railroads to 
ower the rates should they pay 
more than ten per cent. on the 
cost of the road. 

The more the railroads cost the 
higher the rates will be, so there 
is every inducement to make rail 
way construction as expensive as 
possible, and we have no means 
of knowing whether the money 
goes into the railroad or not 
Ihen there is the watering 
railroad stocks, and they clai:n 
the G.T.P. will cost more than 
three times what the first estim 
ate was, 80 you see Our prospects

are very slim for getting low 
rates from company roads, You 
see the government can borrow 


money for 3 per cent to build rail 
roads, It is not hard to see how 
much higher rates we must pay 
over a company road capitalized 
at $75,000 a mile on which the 
owners demand 10 per cent. or 
more on their money, and what 
we would have to pay over a guy 
ernment road costing $25,000 a 
mile, upon which we only pay 3 
per cent, interest. Is this country 
to be given over to railroads and 
other monopolies, and are we as 
farmers to have nothing to say, 
but weekly submit and be their 
slaves, which we are.

THINNING A FUREST. 


| Done to Prevent Useless Struggling of 


Troes With One Another. 
| The care 


of a forest tree pla:.ta 
tion by no means ends when the 
trees have been planted and have 
wecessfully got through their first 
two or three yoors of life. In a few 
years the crowns of the trees touch 


ind the struggle for lile among the 
trees begin. Lf the trees nre allowed 
o grow straight on without interfer- 
fiee, there comes a time when growth 
‘olies almost to a standetill The 
trongth of the trees is taken up with 
his fight with one another for light, 


instead of in laying on wood In 
wder to tnodify this steiggle, some 
of the trees must be taken out 

The ideal state for a forest ia that 
the crowns of the trees should just 


touch one nuothery in this eo dition 
they do not interfere with one nn- 
other, white on the ,other land they 
shade the eround completely and pre- 
serve its tmojeture and prevent the 
humus from being broken up 

In theory, f course thinnin 
should commence when the crowns 0 
the trees begin to interfere with one 
another, and continual thinning 
should preserve this condition, 

In practice this is ofterr too ex- 
pensive, and the rule is often given 
“Thin as sovn as the thinnings tak- 
en out will pay for the work of thin- 
ning.” 

In all thinning, of course, any 
trees that are dead or decayed should 
be taken out at once. They are of 
no possible use, while on the other 
hand they may furnish a chance for 
insecta or for rot-prodneing fungi to 
get into the dead or sick trees and 
thence affect the more thrifty trees.

BRUTALLY MURDERED. 


HAMILTON, Feb, %.—Bthel Kin- 
rade, second daughter of T, 1. Kinrade, 
15 Herkimer street, principal of the Can- 
on street school, was murdered this af- 
ternoon by a tramp thief at her home 
in one of the best and bumert resident- 
jal streets of the city.

The thief then turned on the eld- 
er sister with the empty revolver, saying 
that unless she kept quiet he would fin- 
ish her. She tried to wrench the ro- 
volver away. He freed himeelf, jumped 
out of the parlor window and disappear. 
od. This was the last soon of him. 

The bereaved family are of the oldest 
and beet known in the city and are re) 
markable for their charitable work, It 
is believed that the man is one of a 
number who secured aid at their house, 
Hie had been loitering around the home 
all day, and as he had been around be- 
fore, Kinrade Yeelded to go down town 
and report him te the police. He had 
hardly left the station when the phone 
rang and the message came that the 
daughter was murdered, The shooting 
ocourred at 6.05 p.m,

rade’s heart, showing that the assailant 
was a good shot, and shot to kill, The 
murderer wae deseribed by the elder als 
ter ee @ thick set man, 5 feet, 7 inches, 
aged about M5, Sark complexion and with 
a heavy dark moustache. He had oa 
black sloweh hat over his eyes. The po- 
lice regard the deed as one of @ crnay 
man, 

A later and calmer story of the elder 
sister, Vlorence, i¢ that the door bell 
rang when the two were dressing for the 
street. Florence opened the door, The 
tramp neked for food, She gdmijted 
him. He then demanded money, She 
ran upstairs to get her purse and shout- 
ed to her sister to lock herself in her 
bedroom, As she descended the staire 
with 810 she heard her sister run down 
the back staire sereaming., She heard 
shots and ran k to the kitchen, hand- 
ed the tramp the money, and fled out in- 
to the back yard, Finding no escape, 
she returned, and found the man stand- 
ing over her sleter’s body. She grap- 
pled with him, THe threatened to kill 
her. She ran to the window, and raised 
it but wae afraid to call, As the man 
jumped outside the window, she ran out 
of the front door and gave the alarm.

THE NAVEL ORANGE. 


Probable Origin of This 
Seedioss Fruit, 

Boys and girls are all fond of or 
ances, of course, aud especially of 
those that have wo seeds, for this per 
ticular kind ts usually larger, fuletor 
and of a finer favor than others, says 
the Chicago News. They may pot 
know bow this orange happens to be 
seodlens, 

The seedless orange Is also called the 
“navel” orange-—-not “naval,” as sone 
persons belleve-—for the reason that it 
usually has a little protuberance on the 
blossom end, the end opposite to the 
stem, In other words, it bas a navel, 
How the species originated ts not deti- 
hitely known, but it was probably ona 
accident. Nature tried to produce twin 
oranges perhaps, but one of the twius 
survived merely as a sort of kernel 
imbedded In the akin. 

It is strange that o distinct spectes 
should spring from such an accilent, 


but nature does stranger things than 
that, This orange with the little pro- 
tuberance was noticed, of course, and 
examination showed that the reeds 
had not been developed, It was quite 


evident that the formation of the pro 
tuberance, or “navel,” as it soon came 
to be called, had prevented the forma. 
tion of the seeds by using ap the nvrri- 
ment that the seeds would save re- 
quired, Cultivators at once caught the 
idea and gave thelr special attention to 
the production of the seedless fruit, 

It ts belleved that the navel orange 
originated in Brazil, and it was from 
that country that our agricultural das! 
partinent linported some of the trees 
several years ago and budded them on 
trees at Riverside, Cal. The experi-:

THE GERMAN CENSOR. 


He Was a Terror to the Oramatist a 
Hundred Years Ago. 

The way the censor worried the Ger- 
man dramatists of a century or #0 ago 
is strikingly illustrated by a book on 
the censorship tn Germany published 
by Dr. Robert Heindl at Munich. The 
German theater used to be terribly 
moral, In 1705 the Viennese censor 
laid it down that an engaged couple 
ought not to quit the stage separately, 
but that they should be accompanied 
by an official who should be under. 
stood to be about to make immediate 
arrangements for thelr marriage, Even 
in 1848 misalliances were prohibited 
on the Viennese stage, for, as the cen- 
sor sagely observed, these misfortunes 
will occur in real life, but they should 
not be allowed In the theater, 

At Stuttgart the “Iphigenia tn Taw 
ris” of Goethe was nearly prohibited 
because the Greek dress allowed the 
actors’ bare legs to be seen, There 
Was 6 long dispute over this potat, but 
at last the censor permitted the play 
on condition that the actors wore yel- 
low tights, 

Few would have tmagined that the 
Viennese censor was so careful of the 
morals of the population a hundred 
years ago, but Dr, Meindl shows that 
hot merely political allusions were cen- 
sored, but that the strictest decorum 
of word and of thought was Inalsted 
upon, 


Counting Postal Cards. 

Of the many toteresting machines 
employed by the government tn ite 
dally work there may be mentioned 
those used for counting and tying 
postal cards Into small bundles, These 
machines are capable of counting 500, 
000 cards tn ten hours and wrapping 
and tying them in packages of twen- 
ty-five each, In this operation the pa- 
per Is pulled off a drum by two long 
fogers which emerge from below, and 
another finger dips in a vat of mu- 
cllage and applies itself to the wrap- 
ping paper in precisely the right spot. 
Other parts of the machine twine the 
paper round the pack of cards, and 
then a thumb presses over the spot 
Whereon the mucilage has been ap- 
plied, whereupon the package ts 
thrown on a carrylng belt ready for 
delivery,

Mra, Ward 
formed ber opinions on a roving visit 
to this country a few months ago and 
alred them on her return to England, 
Mrs. Howe replied through the Lon- 
don Times, The novelist now asserts 
that in a congress election In Denver 
a few years ago women were as active 
In frauds as men. Mrs. Ward bas all 
the odds against her. Mra, Howe has 
called the district attorney of Denver 
as a witness, and he says that out of 
seventy-elght persons Involved in the 
frauds of which Mrs, Ward complains 
seventy-six were men and two were 
women, To make the case still strong- 
er for Mrs, Howe and the American 
suffragist in general Judge Lindsey of 
Denver gives it as his experience that 
99 per cent of the election frauds in 
Colorado are the work of men unas- 
sisted by women, ‘This evidence seems 
to clinch the case for Mrs, Howe, and

Mr. Cleary, who had engineered the 
hunt, now claimed to be reimbursed 
for the cost of finding her, and for 
the keep of her uncle, the man wl.9 
left the fortune, which totaled some 
thousands of pounds, 

Counsel, in relating the cireum 
stances, said the man with the money 
was Mr. Polson, an_ Fnniakillen 
newspaper proprietor. He was an old 
man of 8, and a bachelor. He lived 
alone, and was looked after by Mr 
and Mrs, Cleary, who never received 
any money from him for their ser 
vices, but relied on a promise he made 
to leave them something on his death 
But he died intestate, 

After his death, the Clearys turned 
the place upside down, looking for 
some paper that would lead to the 
discovery of a relative to inherit his 
fortune, for no one related to him 
had been seen or heard of by them 
It micht seem like a romance, counsel 
added, but they turned over abont 
three tons of papers and other rub- 
bish in their search. 

Eventually they came across a let 
tor fated 1849, written to Mr, Polson, 
when he was a young man, by his 
father, In that letter the father 
fifentioned another eon, named 
George, who, he anid, had cone to sen

clue Cleary sent off his two young

The hands are 
made of atrong rolled sheet copper, 
and each pair weigh about 150 pounds 
The extreme length of the minute. 
hand is 10 feet 4 inches, and the 
hour-hand at the widest part ia 2 foet 
The clock itaelf is over 9 feet long, 
the frame being one solid casting, 
weighing alone about half a ton, It 
will strike the hours and Westminster 
chime quarters on five belle, weigh- 
ing about ten tons, the largest, or 
hour-bell, weighing five tons.
